CODE CflANGED 


New Shift of Legislative Conference 


Provides a Board of Public 


Safety for Cities. 


Columbus, Ohio, Oct. 15—The Legis- 


lative Conference Committee reversed 
itself again last night, and now it Is 
proposed that there shall be a depart- 
ment of public safety for municipali- 
ties, separate and apart from that of 
public service. 


The code, as it now stands, provides 


for a board of public servire of one, 
three or ffive members, as the Council 
may 
determine,

terms of two years each. They will f\ 
the number and compensation of ,:'i of- 
ficers and employes of the department., 
The board of safety, to which will be 
entrusted the care of the police and 
fire departments, will be bi-partisan, 
composed of two or four members, as 
Council may determine, and will be 
appointed by the trustees of the sink- 
ins; fund.

The six educational institutions : f 


Ohio which lead in athletics, common- 
ly known as tlfe "big six", have conic 
together in a flnal agreement as to 
the eligibility rules which will govern 
future athletic contests in'Ohio. This 
agreement was reached, at a meeting 
held in Columbus last Friday evening, 
v.-hlch was attended by accredited rep- 
resentatives of the athletic Doarfls ot 
O. S. U., Ohio Wesleyan, Kenyon, 
Case, Western Reserve and OBerlin. 


The rules adopted by this new Oi.i) 


athletic conference are, with sllg! t 
exception, the same as tnose which 
govern the athletic relations of the 
nine colleges in 'the Western confer* 
ence, namely, Chicago, Illinois, Indi- 
ana, 
Iowa, 
Michigan1; 
Minnesota, 


Northwestern, Purdue and Wisconsin. 


Th'e organization of the Ohio athlet- 


ic conference and the 
adoption 
of 


these sensible rules marks a great ad- 
vance in. the 
conduct of 
athletic, 


sports in the state of Ohio. According 
to agreement the new rules go into ef- 
fect on January 1 next, after which 
time they will govern all athletic con- 
tests in which team^7representing the 
Ohio big six engage. 


The rules adopted are as follows: 


• 1. No one shall participate in any 
intercollegiate sport unless he be a 
bona fide student doing full work in 
a regular or special course, as deficeil 
in the curriculum of this college, and 
no person who has participated as a 
college student in any Intercollegiate 
game as a member of any college 
team and who has not afterward ob- 
tained a college'academic degree, shall 
be permitted to participate in any 
game as a member of any other col- 
lege team until he has become a ma- 
triculate in such college under the 
above conditions for a period of ons 
year and until after the close of the 
succeeding season devoted to t he 
sport in which he last participated. 


2. No person shall be admitted to 


any intercollegiate contest 
who re- 


ceives any gift, remuneration or pay 
for his services j>n the college team. 


3. No student, shall participate in 


base ball, foot ball and track athlet- 
ics upon the teams of any college or 
colleges for more than four years In 
the aggregate, and any member o- a

tendance less than one college hak 
jear, shall be permitted to play in 
any intercollegiate contest thereafter 
until he shall have been in attendance 
six consecutive calendar months.

4"Iie Test Between a Sailor and 


Landlubber.

Can you do it? 
If a needle Is drawn"a few times over 


the ends of a horseshoe magnet, it be- 
comes magnetized.

,To Know The Cure for Any Form of 


The Cadiz, Ohio, Sentinel, Gives Some 


Interesting Reminiscences of Gen 


eral Custer. 


Major General Geo. A. Cus>tcr was a 


very remarkable man. He attained 
greater eminence as a <-oIdier than any 


who served in the Rebellion war from 
Harrison county, says the Cadiz, Ohio 


Sentinel, which continues: 
He wa; 


daring and fearless and was generally 
the attacking 
party, not waiting for 


tie other side to attack him, but al 
ways on the offensive. 
He was the 


ideal cavalry leader, fall of vim, and 
his audacity contributed to his success 
in the field. Gen. McClellan saw his 
worth when he first met him, and his 
swimming a river and capturing th 
first stand of colors taken from 
the 


rebels won him a Captain's commis- 
sion, and 
a position on McClcllan's 


staff. When McClellau was deposed 
from command he was eagerly sought 
by General Pleasanton and invited to 
his staff. Pleasanton was a good sol- 
dier, and he recognized the soldier 
qualities in the dashing young Custer. 
Y/hitelaw Reid says that during the 
war Custer never lost a gun or color, 
and that he captured more men and 
more munitions of -war than any offi- 
cer occupying a similar command. 


The people of this county naturally 


take pride in the career of Gen. Cus- 
ter. 
Oar personal acquaintance with 


nim commenced in 1854, 'three years 
bsfore his entrance to West 
Point, 


:.::d it is as a boy that we wish to 
place h:s first reminiscence. 
George 


Custer was a quiet boy. He became 
mere of a talker tater on. He was a 
boy of more than ^ordinarily quiet—so 
tatici so as to be noticeable. As he 
wrote to Judge Bingham, when solicit- 
ing the appointment to West Point, he 
was a Democrat boy. By the way, at 
that time, there was not the desire to 
be appointed to West Point as now 
Wien Joseph W. White was congress- 
man by the election in 1862, he offered 
the appointment to at least fifty young 
men in Harrison county, and none of 
them would take it—But we want to 
tell of Custer as a boy. Although very 
quiet he was impulsive. It is told of 
him that at a singing, in Green town- 
ship, he struck a fellow through a 
window, badly cutting his hand. 


In 1856, in the campaign which re- 


sulted in the election of Buchanan, 
Custer, then a boy of 17, warmly sup- 
ported Buchanan. In Cadiz the Demo- 
cratic boys had a "band"' in. that cam- 
paign. Judge Samuel M. Hunter, now 
of Newark, was the fifer; Prof. Vin- 
cent of the Missouri State University, 
was the tenor drummer, and the writ- 
er "blowed" bass drum. They would 
frequently make their appearance On 
the streets of the old town, and the 
kid band was a feature of the cam- 
paign. George Custer always made his 
appearance with the band. He carried 
a flag. With erect figure, and without 
saying a word to anybody he would 
bead the procession to all parts of the 
tcv.n. and as long as there was any 
music, the flag on a pole twelve or fif- 
teen feet long, would be elevated above 
lac band by the silent Custer, the very 
embodiment of military dignity. He 
appeared to take delight in the mat- 
ter, and gave dignity to what some 
might consider frivolous. It did not 
happen occasionally, but upon every 
occasion when the boys would come 
cut on the street. George appeared the 
very embodiment of military senti- 
ment. The next year he went to West

him getting commands and positions 
which his ability and services merit- 
ed. It certainly would not have dim- 
med the luster of Gen. Grant's bril- 
liant career had he manifested less 
vindictiveness toward this young and 
dashing lieutenant. But Custer labor- 
ed under a cloud during Grant's presi- 
dency, meeting his death on the Little 
Big Hern, in one of the greatest trage- 
dies in military history. Had he held 
the command of the expedition instead 
of Gen. Terry, a different 
history 


might have been written. But he was 
smarting under the unfriendliness oi 
the President; here was the opportun 
ity for a fight and he took the most 
desperate chances, and lost. But the 
men had Custer's "game." Every one 
of the command was killed, and the 
battle monument which marks the spot 
is witness of as great bravery as was 
ever exhibited- on earth.

ONDON, Oct. a—Just a hundred 


years ago this winter the frig- 
ate President was launched 
from a New York shipyard to 


become one of the most famous war- 
ships in the then youthful American 


%navy. And today this noble craft lies 
unhonored and unsung at the West In- 
dia docks of this city, her battered 
hulk so changed that if the early Amer- 
icans who paced her decks could come 
to life again they would never recog- 
nize her. 


It is a tribute to the genius of the 


men who built her to say that she is 
yet sound. She is used as a drill ship 
for the British navy. Although she has 
been entirely rebuilt above the water 
line, it is admitted that her frame, 
keel, masts and much of her planking 
are exactly as they were when they 
came from the American shipyard. She 
still bears one noteworthy mark of her 
origin, the figurehead on her prow of 
John Adams, the second president of 
the republic. 


The President played an important 


part in the famous war of 1812. It was 
during that war that the American 
navy electrified the world by a continu- 
ous series of victories and a Spartan- 
like courage against the renowned 
squadrons of Great Britain. In the 
war with the French raging at that 
time England, in 150 actions in which 
single ships were engaged, had lost but 
five vessels, but in the first six months 
of their war against the United States 
the British tars did not gain a naval 
victory and sustained five overwhelm- 
ing defeats. Of the fourteen battles be- 
tween single ships the British were 
successful in but two, while they were 
signally beaten in all the others. Dur- 
ing the entire war the Americans cap- 
tured 568 vessels and about 50,000 
men. 


All Europe had looked upon us as 


madmen and had predicted that our 
navy would be annihilated before the 
war was six months old. 


In all this the President made a re- 


markable' showing. She was com- 
manded by the intrepid Decatur. and 
soon after the commencement of hos- 
tilities became a veritable scourge to 
the British navy. One of the fastest 
frigates afloat she circled the British 
isles time and again, challenging every 
vessel that flew the British ensign. 
Indeed she worried the enemy's ma- 
rine so greatly that the admiralty is- 
sued a special circular announcing that 
:he President must be captured at all 
hazards. But it was not until the be- 
ginning of 1S15 that the President fell 
into the hands of the enemy, and her 
capture bad as much glory in it for 
the United States as it had for Great 
Britain—nay, rather more. 


On the night of Jan. 14, 1815, the 


President having just returned from 
the agreeable task of giving the lion's 
tail another twist, was chased by a 
British fleet into Long Island sound, 
near New York harbor. 
During the 


night the President grounded and 
strained her hull, but by most strenu- 
ous exertions was afloat again before 
daybreak and once more under sail. 
Decatur then discovered that four of 
the enemy's ships were in pursuit one 
on each quarter and two astern. At 
noon the breeze fell. . The Yankee 
frigate was almost waterlogged. 


A favoring breeze soon brought on 


the Endymion, the most powerful of 
the- pursuing fleet She opened fire 
with her bow chasers, to which De- 
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was brought to England by the En- 
dymion, whose captain was rewarded 
by the king. 


For thirty-five years the President 


Jay'at Portsmouth, where she was the 
model for several British frigates. Lat- 
er she was at Chatham, and some time 
in the sixties she became a drill ship at 
the West India docks. There bhe has 
rested for forty years, and on her an- 
cient gun deck, where once American 
sailors gave their lives for their flag, 
British bluejackets are now instructed 
in the art of modern warfare. 


At the time of her capture the Presi- 


dent was the largest frigate iu the 
world and carried sixty guns. Today 
she looks like a small craft and is real- 
ly les^ than 2.000 tons burden. She 
bears no evidence of the terrific can-

catur replied with his stern battery. 
This running fight continued for two 
hours, and the Endymion was "so dis- 
abled that she avoided Decatur's ef- 
forts to come to close quarters. For 
hours the two ships sailed side by 
side, firing occasional guns. 
But to- 


ward midnight two fresh 
English 


ships, the Pomonc and the Tenedos, 
crawled up and opened fire on the 
President at close range. Decatur was 
compelled to strike bis colors. 
His 


loss was twenty-four killed and fifty- 
five wounded. 
• The capture of the President was 
Investigated by a court martial, but 
Decatur was exonerated of blame. "la 
this unequal contest the enenjy gained 
a ship, but the victory w.-is ours." the 
court found, "We fear we cannot ex- 
press 3n a manner that trill do justice 
to our feelinps onr admiration of the 
conduct of Commodore Decatur and 
all under bis command." 


As may be imagined, the capture of 


the famous terror of tlj<» seas wns 
counted a jrreat feather in tlie caps of 
the lucky British commanders. Sbe 
was taken to Bermuda and from there

nonading she received during her last 
engagement. 
The British admiralty 


keeps her iu excellent order, even the 
figurehead of John Adams being bright 
with gold today. 


Especial interest attached to her on 


the occasion of the visit to British wa- 
ters of the Illinois, the flagship of the 
American squadron iu the Mediterra- 
nean. It was one of the old President's 
first tasks after she was launched a 
century ago to be flagship on that self- 
same station, and the contrast between 
her and tbe mammoth engine of war 
now in the blue waters of the Mediter- 
ranean was startling in the extreme, a 
notable commentary on the wonderful 
development in the art of shipbuilding. 


A few years ago a movement was set 


on foot whereby it was thought that 
the President might be returned to the 
country of her origin. The Success of 
Embassador Bayard in securing the 
restoration to America of the log of the 
Mayflower gave an impetus to this 
movement, and from time to time let- 
ters were received at the British em- 
bassy urging the envoy to take some 
steps toward the desired end. So great 
an interest was revived in the old ship 
that an Englishman-wrote to the Times 
suggesting a general exchange of war 
trophies to cement the friendship of 
the two nations and saying that the 
United States should give up the flags 
and the wooden lion now held at An- 
napolis which were captured from the 
British during the famous war. 


So far nothing definite has ever been 


arrived at 
The admiralty expresses 


grave doubts as to the ability of the 
President to cross the ocean without 
going to pieces, and in any event, it is 
argued, the old war vessel is useless 
save as a curiosity. 


But even as a curiosity Americans 


feel that she will be more in place in 
some of their own navy yards than at 
the West India docks in this city.

The Cool Summer linn Reunited In a 


Small Yield.

summer we have had this year had its 
effect upon the grape crop. 
Grapes 


need sun and warmth and brightness, 
and it was a surety that they would 
not flourish among the chilly winds 
that have visited northern Ohio, and, 
in fact all of the country, during the 
past few months. 


The grapes that have ripened seem 


as good as ever, but rarely will you 
find a grower who has a full crop, and 
consternation 
is upon tlit-m all, for 


the grape crop is not ofU-:i capricious. 
It is more to be depended upon than i.s 
the peach crop, for instance, and the 
year when grapes are sc.irce in this 
region along the Jake shore is a dire 
one indeed. 


There seems to be no spc-cial variety 


that has suffered more than the others. 
All have shared the j^-i.oral discom- 
forts and have suffered in Consequence. 
Then, besides the inau<px ITJS weather 
this was bound to be a J-.TUXT off year 
with the grapes, follow JH:; as it does 
upon three or four y.irs of heavy 
crops.
